Bulls like 
JB, Tiller, Roy Regis, Ronald, Glacier, 
Lewis, and Poker are ones that are pres- 
ently the active list and will most likely 
pursued sires sons. The tricky part 
about placing bull A.I. that there 
some luck involved breeding bull that 
will qualify sampled. The bulls that 


mentioned look very appealing this point 
for sires sons. However, nine months 
from now the proof one more these 
bulls may have dropped and this would de- 
crease the chance that your new bull calf 
will sampled A.I. organization 
AGA young sire group. One way in- 
crease your chances having bull sampled 
use several these bulls when mating 
your high indexing cows rather than placing 
all your faith one particular bull.
